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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Applicant should avoid using "f" in the phrase "closed/opened" and rewrite the 
claim to reflect the feature of closable and openable movable lid Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1,3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chen (US 
5,826,719). Chen discloses a toolbox is made up of a pivotally closed/opened movable lid 
attached to one side of a receiving box 12,20 having a tool retaining cavity indented at one inner 
side and a plurality of elongated grooves extending axially in rows at the other inner side thereof 
for the shanks to be adapted therein respectively. The toolbox also having a plurality of insertion 
grooves of various sizes preset at large plane surfaces of the lid and the base thereon. The 
grooves are capable of receiving the articles in a vertical position. 

4. Claims 1,3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chen (US 
6,068,123). Chen discloses a toolbox is made up of a pivotally closed/opened movable lid 
attached to one side of a receiving box 10 having a tool retaining cavity 101 indented at one 
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inner side and a plurality of elongated grooves extending axially in rows at the other inner side 
thereof for the shanks to be adapted therein respectively. The toolbox also having a plurality of 
insertion grooves of various sizes preset at large plane surfaces of the lid and the base thereon. 
The grooves are capable of receiving the articles in a vertical position. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chen ' 123 or Chen 
'719 in view of Jantzen (US 4,460,085) or Tedrow (US 4,21 1,455). Neither of the Chen 
reference disclose a plurality of insertion holes. However, Jantzen or Tedrow teaches providing 
apertures in a tool carrier for the insertion of tools. It would have been obvious in view of 
Tedrow or Jantzen to provide apertures for the tool box to allow insertion of the tools in a display 
position.
